Theatre, the studio made use for 
the first time of an electrical tun- 
ing fork. 

A new type of ultra-sensitive 
microphone was used, and the tun- 
ing fork was necessary to get the 
“mikes” in harmonious vibration 
with pianos, violins, and other mu- 
sical instruments. 

According to sound engineers, 
the vibration points had to be equal 
or in accord with each other, so 
the musical instruments had to be 
tuned to vibrate with the micro- 
phones. This prevented harshness 
and “ground noises” from reaching 
the record. 

The distance between the prongs 
of the tuning fork were altered by 
a motor which was connected to 
electrical “ears.” The ears gauged 
the vibration points. 

“Playing Around” is the story of 
a girl who wants to “play around” 
with men until she gets married. 
Miss White is said to be the per- 
fect “Sheba” type represented in 
the picture.

Motion picture sound-recording 
microphones drew the color line 
during the filming of Alice White’s 
latest starring vehicle for First 
National and Vitaphone, “Playing 
Around.” 

In the picture, a lively drama of 
gangster love, with song-and-dance 
atmosphere, which will open at the 
Ree ree error Theatre 
Caroline Snowden and her famous 
dusky chorus from the Cotton Club 
of Los Angeles sing and dance.

“tuned” very nearly to the same 
vibrations as the bass side of a 
stringed orchestra. 

William Bakewell and Chester 
Morris head the supporting cast in

full of punch and spice. Vina Del- 
mar, author of “Bad Girl,” wrote it, 
and song numbers were composed 
especially for the picture by Sam 
Stept and Bud Green, noted on Tin 
Pan Alley as the creators of many 
hits.
